FOR GREAT CORN CONTEST. 


Writ** In KanmOLit Cltr Star 


One Kor Coining Winter. 


In view of tbc magnificent corn crop 


In the states west of the Mississippi 
rher 1 feel Jiu-liued to suggest, wiy» 
Thomas 1>. Jlubburd in tbv Kansas 
City Star, Unit AVC umlerltikt* to inter- 
est Hie intelligent corn raisers in the 
flintier of having a tniusinissis^ipiii 
corn contest MJIJJO lime during Ihe coin 
iug winter at the Convention hall or 
Grain Exchange in Kansas City. 
It 


will be necessary to interest cerluiu 
public spirited persons and municipal 
and commercial bodies in giving cash 
for premiums. In order to make this 
contest u great success the premiums 
should be cash entirely and should be 
large. 


I suggest that there should be a large 


premium for the fifty ears of corn 
which will excel in the amount of shell- 
ed corn they will turn out. 1 think 
that it would be easy this year to find 
fifty ears of corn that will hhell off fif- 
ty-sis pounds of shelled corn. In fact, 
I planted some corn this last spring 
which shelled off eighteen ounces to 
the ear. 


There should be another premium for 


the corn which produced the largest 
rate of shelled corn to the acre. 


It was very plainly a fact at the 


world's fair at St. Louis last yea,r that 
the largest corn exhibited was from 
Nebraska, Missouri and Kansas. 
Yet 


Illinois and Iowa had a very much 
larger display of Very handsome ears, 
but did not show such large ears as we 
did. 
I think we could make an ex- 


hibit this winter that would open the 
eyes of the folks east of the Mississip- 
pi river, and it might open their eyes 
all the more if we permit them to com- 
pete with us and show their handsome 
little ears, weighing about three-fourths 
of a pound to the ear, alongside of our 
ears which weigh from a pound and a 
quarter to a pound and a half to the 
ear. 


The judges in this contest, or at least 


a majority of them, uiu^t be com grow- 
ers west of the Mississippi. We might 
suggest F. D Coburn, secretary of the 
Kansas department of agriculture, and 
Professor P. G. Holden of the Iowa 
Agricultural college as two of the 
iudges, to be associated with three 
practical farmers. 
And we should 


lave this committee act under a few 
simple rules relating to the facts to be 
considered in judging for awards.

Palmer Against Two Subordinates 
the Keep Commission 
Failing t 


Sustain Same—Shakeup Promised ii 
Government Printing Office. 


Washington, Sept. 6.—It is state 


authoritatively that President Roose 
velt has demanded the resignation o 
Public Printer AV. S. Palmer, to take 
effect Sept. 25. The demand for Mr 
Palmer's resignation was primarily 
due to the lattur's action in trying t 
force Oscar J. Ricketts, foreman o 
printing, and L. C. Hay, a foreman o 
division, out of the government print 
ing office. 
Mr. Palmer asked for th 


resignations of Ricketts and Hay 01 
the ground that they had been insubor 
dinale. The public printer formulated 
a series of charges against the two 
men. 
These charges, it is known 


were forwarded to Oyster Bay. As 
soon as the president learned of the 
situation he directed Public Printer 
Palmer to forward to him his resigna 
tion, to take effect in two weeks. It 
has been known for some time tha' 
Mr. Palmer would not be reappointec 
to his present 
office. 
For 
severa 


months before President Roosevelt 
left Washington he was casting about 
for a suitable man for the position of 
public printer. 
He offered the posi 


tion to John A. Sleigher of New York 
but he declined it. 


The investigation 
made by the 


Keep committee into the letting of a 
contract for 72 Lanston 
typesetting 


machines for use in the government 
printing office disclosed a serious con- 
dition of affairs in the management of 
the office. Prominent men -in the of- 
fice force were divided into cliques. 
These cliques were so detrimental to 
Ihe interests of the government that 
the standard of efficiency in the es- 
tablishment was reduced materially. 
The Keep commission, so far as 
known, developed nothing to the dis- 
advantage of Mr. Ricketts or Mr. Hay. 
With the incoming of Mr. Palmer's 
successor, it is expected that thorough 
organization of the working force of 
the government printing office will 
take place. Tlie office pays $4,500 a 
year. 
The annual disbursements for 


the government printing office aggre- 
gate about ?7,000,000. 


INDICTED PACKERS 


May Demand Separate Trials Before 


Federal Judges. . 


Chicago, 111., Sept. 6.-—Tweaty-one 


separate trials may be demanded be- 
fore federal judges by the Chicago 
packers indicted on charges of con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade within the 
next two weeks. After the matter of 
pleading had been continued until 
Sept. IS by Judge Humphrey many of 
the attorne s interested in the ease 
held a conrultation and at least one 
agreement was reached whereby a 
separate trial will be demanded from 
the government. This move was an- 
ticipated by the government and every 
-effort will be made by the federal at- 
torneys to offset the requests of the 
defendants. Assistant -Attorney Gen 
era] Oliver Pagin, in speaking of the 
contemplated demands for separate 
trials, declared that it is not probable 
that separate hearings will be granted 
by the feaeral courts under the one 
Indictment charging conspiracy.

KANSAS WELL TIMBERED. 


State Xovr Gtr«» Annf ROO.OOO Tree* 


Annually to Farmer*. 


A half million treed a year for west- 


ern Kansas farmers size up the uork 
of the Dodge City forestry station, 
says the Kansas City Journal. 
It 


l>asu't beeu so many years wince n tree 
was a curiosity OH the geiuinrld plains 
vf the west. Now little clumps of tim- 
ber can be seen on every hand. They 
render a valuable, service too. They 
furnish wind breaks for stock in the 
(vintcr, shade in the summer, check 
Uot winds and bring moisture. 


"There has been a wonderful change 


in climatic conditions of western Kan- 
saw," says Representative Chalk Bee- 
son. 
"I can remember when the bliz- 


zards from the north in the winter 
would kill cattle by the thousands and 
the hot winds from the south would 
burn up crdps and pastures in the sum- 
mer, 
\Ve got caught coming and go- 


ing. 
Now we are not bothered with 


either. The trees break the blizzards 
in winter and the hot winds in sum- 
mer. 
The saving to the farmers in 


cattle alone runs into the thousands of 
dollars, and, for the crops, we haven't 
known of a failure since the trees got 
big enough to do business." 


The salvation of the western country 


depends more upon trees than on irri- 
gation. Only a small part of the coun- 
try can be irrigated at all—the river 
valleys. The go n-nment is spending 
$250,000 making irrigation experiments 
around Garden City. 
If they prove 


successful, the farmers, in the long 
rim, -will have to foot the bill. If they 
fail, the government -will he the loser. 
But irrigation affects only a small 
area. It is the handling of the upland 
at a profit that will count, and it seems 
that trees offer the only solution of 
what has seemed a difficult problem.

The arid wastes of Europe, Asia and 
Africa will be searched by experts 
for trees that thrive without much wa- 
ter. 
As soon as the government, has 


its reserve well started it will supply 
trees to western farmers at a small 
cost and encourage them in every way 
to start groves. 


The state now supplies 500.000 trees 


annually to the farmers. 
These are 


produced at the station and shipped 
out in the spring. The farmers simply 
have to pay for their delivery. 
No 


charge is made for the trees by the 
state.

Professor George Howard Darwin of 


the chair of astronomy and experi- 
mental philosophy at Cambridge, sec- 
ond sou of the late Charles Darwin, lu 
an address befoie the British associa- 
tion at Johannesburg. South Afuc-a, is 
thus reported in a dispatch to the New- 
York Times. 


In the course of his address he de- 


flated it not unreasonable to believe 
that from 500,000,000 to 1,000,000,000 
yeai.s had elapsed in the evolutionary 
history ot our earth since the birth o'f 
the moon. He also ga\e some details 
in regard to which the discovery of 
i-iuiaun aud it* pioperties had upset 
the calculations of the scientists. 


Discussing the nebular hypothesis, 


and considering the influence of tidal 
oscillations, lie said the system might 
be traced back to a time when the day 
aud the month were identical, both bo- 
ing only about four or five of our pres- 
ent hours. 
Tiie inoon at that time 


must have been only a few thousand 
miles from the earth's surface—it great 
contrast with the lue&unt distance of 
240,000 miles. 
If at every moment 


since the birth ot the moon tidal fric- 
tion had always been at work in such 
a way as to produce the greatest pos- 
sible effect, Protessor Darn in said, 
KO.000,000 years would be consumed in 
this portion of evolutionary history. 
The true period must be much greater. 
1'ure geology pointed to some period 
between 000,000,000 and 1,000,000,000 
years, the hunt being the more doubt- 
tul. Thus the geologists did not find 
anything which rendered the tidal theo- 
ly of e\olution untenable. 


I'hj sieist*. from a calculation of the 


total output of the sun's heal had re- 
garded it necessary that the whole his- 
tory of the solar system be comprised 
within 20,000,000 years 
He always 


had believed that the geologists were 
more nearly correct. Recent marvelous 
discoveries m phjsies showed that con- 
centration of matter was not the ouly 
source from which the sun might draw 
its heat. Radium was a substance 
which was perhaps millions of times 
more powerful than dynamite. 


It was estimated tuat an ounce of ra- 


dium would contain enough power to 
raise 10,000 tons a mile above the 
earth's surface. The energy needed to 
tow a ship of 12,000 tons for C,000 sea 
miles at fifteen knots was t-oatamed in 
twenty-two ounces of radium. 
The 


Saxon probably burned 5,000 or 6,000 
tons of coal on a voyage approximately 
the same length.

This branch 
of science was yet in its infancy, but 
already scientists saw how unsafe it 
was to dogmatize on the potentialities 
of matter. 


Professor Darwin referred to the In- 


conceivably vast multitude of stars and 
nebulae' revealed by photography. A 
celestial photograph, he said, looked at 
first like a dark sheet of paper splash- 
ed with whitewash, but further exam- 
ination showed that there was method 
in the arrangement of the white spots. 
It was possible to obtain general ideas 
as to the succession of events iu stellar 
evolution. 


The conviction was forced that the 


wispj clouds represented the earliest 
stage of development, the more cou- 
deused nebulae a later stage aud the 
stars 
themselves the 
last 
stage. 


Change obviously i\as in progress ev- 
erywhere, but scientists were unable 
even to form coujectures as to the tend- 
ency of the evolution. In conclusion 
Professor Darwin said: 


-We have seen that it is possible to 


trace the solar system back to a primi- 
tive nebula with some degree of confi- 
dence aud tfiat there is reason to be- 
lieve that the stars in general have 
originated in the same manner. But 
s.uch primitive nebulae stand m as 
much need of explanation as their stel- 
iar offspring.
